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GA PLENARY-PALESTINE 

GA NOV. 14 DECIDED, 75-23(US)-18, TO LIMIT EACH DEL TO 
ONE STATEMENT DURING DEBATE ON PALESTINE QUESTION, WITHOUT 
AFFECTING POSSIBILITY OF USING RIGHT OF REPLY WHEN IUSTIFIED. 
GA PRES BOUTEFLIKA (ALGERIA) SAID "ASSEMBLY BEING SOVEREIGN, 
ITS DECISION IS IRREVERSIBLE." LEBANESE PRES FRANJIEH 
SUGGESTED UN COULD BE ON THRESHOLD OF DYNAMIC PROCESS OF 
TRUE PEACE AND CALLED ON GA TO SEIZE OPPORTUNITY. REPS 
OF BANGLADESH AND MAURITANIA ALSO SPOKE. 

AT START OF AFTERNOON MEETING, GA PRES STATED NUMBER OF 
DELS EXPRESSED DESIRE TO SPEAK MANY TIMES DURING DEBATE, 
REFERRED TO RULES 35 AND 72, AND ASKED ALL TO AGREE 
VOLUNTARILY TO SPEAK ONLY ONCE DURING DEBATE, WITHOUT 
THIS IN ANY WAY AFFECTING POSSIBILITY OF RIGHT OF REPLY 
WHEN JUSTIFIED. AFTER REPS OF BANGLADESH AND MAURITANIA 
HAD SPOKEN, PRES INVOKED RULE 72 (WHEREBY GA MAY LIMIT 
NUMBER OF TIMES EACH REP MAY SPEAK ON ANY QUESTION) 

AND ASKED FOR TWO SPEAKERS FOR AND TWO AGAINST. 

TEKOAH (ISRAEL) SAID THERE WAS ONLY ONE ISRAEL BUT 20 
ARAB STATES; HIS DEL INSCRIBED TO SPEAK EVERY DAY "TO 
ENSURE THAT DEBATE IS NOT UTTERLY UNBALANCED." HE HAD 
LEARNED THIS MORNING THAT GA PRES HAD DELETED HIS NAME 
FROM LIST OF SPEAKERS, AND HE ACCUSED BOUTEFLIKA OF DIS- 
PLAYING BIAS AGAINST ISRAEL AND PUT ON RECORD HIS DEL'S 
"STRONGEST PROTEXT." BOUTEFLIKA REPLIED HE HAD BEEN ELECTED 
UNANIMOUSLY BY GA AND DID NOT INTEND TO SHIRK HIS 
RESPONSIBILITIES UNDER THE RULES. FALL (SENEGAL) PROPOSED 
EACH DEL BE ASKED TO SPEAK ONLY ONCE ON SUBSTANCE, WITH 
OPTION OF EXERCISING RIGHT OF REPLY. AMB SCALI SAID 
THRE SHOULD BE UNLIMITED DEBATE UNDER RULES ON 
ISSUE OF THIS MAGNITUDE, AND HE HOPED PRES WOULD USE 
"STANDARD OF REASONABLENESS" AND BE FLEXIBLE. EL-SHIBIB 
(IRAQ) SUPPORTED SENEGALESE PROPOSAL. 

VOTE SUPPORTING PROPOSAL TO LIMIT NUMBER OF TIMES DEL 
COULD SPEAK IN COURSE OF DEBATE WAS 75-23(15 WEO'S, ISRAEL 
US, 6 LA'S)- 18 (AUSTRALIA, GREECE, JAPAN, NZ, 7 LA’S, 
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KHMER REPUBLIC, IVORY COAST, LIBERIA, MALAWI, NEPAL, 
SWAZILAND). IN EXPLAINING VOTE, NICARAGUAN REP STATED 
RIGHT OF STATE TO REPLY TO ANY ATTACK WAS BEING REMOVED ON 
BASIS OF MECHANICAL MAJORITIES. TUNISIAN REP DENIED RIGHT 
OF REPLY HAD BEEN RESTRICTED. KENYA SAID THERE NEEDED TO 
BE SOME MEASURE OF CONTROL. BOLIVIAN REP STATED GA WAS 
VIOLATING TWO PRINCIPLES: RIGHT TO DEFEND ONESELF, AND 
RIGHT TO DIALOGUE. NOW, HE SAID, DEBATE WOULD BE "UNIN- 
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TERRUPTED MONOLOGUE OF SINGLE PARTY." TANZANIAN REP DENIED 
ANY MECHANICAL MAJORITY PUT INTO OPERATION. BOUTEFLIKA 
CONCLUDED DISCUSSION BY STATING: "ASSEMBLY BEING SOVEREIGN, 
ITS DECISION IS IRREVERSIBLE." 

LEBANESE PRESIDENT S ADDRESS- 

ON BEHALF OF LEBANON AND ALSO OF HEADS OF STATE OF 
19 ARAB MEMBERS OF UN, LEBANESE PRESIDENT FRANJIEH 
CALLED "RECOGNITION OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE AND ITS REPRE- 
SENTATIVE.. .AN ACCESSION TO HALF-TRUTH.. .WE WILL ACCEDE 
TO ENTIRE TRUTH BY HELPING THAT PEOPLE TO RECOVER FULLY 
ITS NATL RIGHTS." FRANJIEH CALLED DEFENSE OF PALESTINIAN 
RIGHTS DEFENSE OF UN CHARTER, JUSTICE AND PEACE, CONDEMNING 
ISRAEL'S "UNJUSTIFIABLE ACTS OF VIOLENCE" INCLUDING 
"MURDEROUS RAIDS ON SOUTHERN LEBANON." CALLING ULTIMATE 
SUCCESS OF PALESTINIAN CAUSE INEVITABLE, FRANJIEH CALLED 
ON GA TO "ASSERT RULE OF LAW AND ENSURE TRIUMPH OF JUSTICE." 
FRANGIEH STRESSED TOLERANCE, BROTHERHOOD AND PEACE, RE- 
FERRING TO LEBANON AS LAND OF TOLERANCE. "WE ARE, PERHAPS,... 
AT THRESHOLD OF DYNAMIC PROCESS OF TRUE PEACE, HE CONCLUDED. 
"I CALL ON YOUR ASSEMBLY TO SEIZE THE OPPORTUNITY." 

IN GENERAL DEBATE, KHAN (BANGLADESH), WHO PARTICULARLY 
WELCOMED PRESENCE OF ARAFAT, SAID PALESTINIAN PEOPLE WERE 
NOW DEMANDING CORRECTION OF "MONUMENTAL INJUSTICE" 

AND UN SHOULD COME TO GRIPS WITH MATTER AND PRONOUNCE 
MEANINGFUL SOLUTIONS" BACKED BY COLLECTIVE AUTHORITY AND 
MORAL WEIGHT OF ITS MEMBERS." 

MAURITANIAN FONMIN MOUKNASS SAID GA IN INVITING PLO TO 
TAKE PART IN DEBATE WAS ONLY TAKING ACCOUNT OF REALITY. 
THERE COULD BE NO PEACE IN ME UNTIL RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WERE RESTORED AND INJUSTICE DONE TO THEM WAS REMEDIED; 
UNDER PLO AUTHORITY, THEY HAD GIVEN WORLD PROOF OF THEIR 
INTENTION TO RECOVER THEIR LOST HOMELAND. HE DESCRIBED 
ARAFAT'S STATEMENT AS "BRILLIANT," SHOWING "POLITICAL 
MATURITY, REALISM AND EXTREME MODERATION." RAY OF LIGHT 
HAD BEGUN TO APPEAR, HE SAID, AND GA MUST NOT LET IT 
BE EXTINGUISHED. 
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BAN, MID-TERM REVIEW OF DISARMAMENT DECADE, AND INDIAN OCEAN 
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ZONE OF PEACE. AUSTRALIAN-SPONSORED (14-POWER) TEST BAN 
RES (L. 683) WAS ADOPTED 72-3(ALBANIA, CHINA, FRANCE)- 
30(FRG, ITALY, PORTUGAL, UK, US, lOEE'S, SEVERAL FRENCH- 
SPEAKING AFRICANS). NIGERIAN-SPONSORED DRAFT ON MID-TERM 
REVIEW OF DISARMAMENT DECADE WAS ADOPTED BY ACCLAMATION. 

RES ANNEXED TO IOPZ REPORT WAS ADOPTED 79(CHINA, JAPAN, MOST 
NON-ALIGNED)-0-27(US, UK, FRANCE, EE’S). 

FOLLOWING VOTE ON COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN, AMB MARTIN SAID 
QUESTION WAS STILL THAT OF VERIFICATION AND USG COULD NOT 
ACCEPT MORATORIUM WITHOUT ADEQUATE VERIFICATION. MONGOLIA 
ABSTAINED BECAUSE REF RAILED TO GIVE BALANCED 
EVALUATION OF USSR-US AGREEMENT ON UNDERGROUND TESTING AND 
PUT IN SAME CATEGORY THOSE TRYING TO END TESTING AND THOSE 
STILL CONDUCTING ATMOSPHERIC TESTING. RESERVATIONS ON OP 
PARA 1 WHICH CONDEMNED ALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS TESTS WERE 
EXPRESSED BY REPS OF BELGIUM, SPAIN, NETHERLANDS AND TURKEY. 

VOTES WERE ALSO EXPLAINED BY FRG, FRANCE, (REAL PROBLEM WAS 
NOT STOPPING TESTING BUT BEGINNING REAL DISARMAMENT), 

AND ITALY. BARTON (CANADA) SAID IT WAS CLEAR FROM INDIAN 
REP S NOV. 13 STATEMENT THERE WAS "BASIC POINT OF DIFFERENCE" 

BETWEEN CANADA AND INDIA I.E., THAT ONLY WITHIN CONTEXT OF 
COMPLETE ENDING OF NUCLEAR WEAPON TESTING COULD 
CONSIDERATION BE GIVEN TO CONCLUSION OF INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT 
TO REGULATE UNDERGROUND TESTING. 

ROSHCHIN (USSR) SAID SOLUTION OF PROBLEM OF NUCLEAR TESTS 
SHOULD BE SOUGHT BY AGREEMENT AND NOT ON BASIS OF ONE-SIDED 
DEMANDS FROM ONE OR MORE STATES, AND THEREFORE SOVDEL 
WOULD ABSTAIN ON L. 683. HE DENIED SOVIET UNION EVER 
CREATED NAVAL BASE IN INDIAN OCEAN, AND SAID FOR IOPZ TO BE 
TRULY EFFECTIVE ALL BASES IN REGION, INCLUDING DIEGO 
GARCIA, WOULD HAVE TO ELIMINATED. HE DID NOT AGREE WITH 
NUMBER OF PROVISIONS IN IOPZ DRAFT RES AND WOULD ABSTAIN. 

OTHER STATEMENTS OR EXPLANATIONS WERE MADE BY SWEDEN 
(SOVIET ENMOD RES RAISED DIFFICULT QUESTIONS OF INTERPRETATION), 

JAPAN (STRESSED NEED FOR FREEDOM OF HIGH SEAS). LIBYA, 

AND MALI. AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) STATED THERE WAS NO QUESTION 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF INTERFERENCE WITH FREEDOM OF HIGH SEAS, AND AGREAT 
POWERS SHOULD ENTER INTO IMMEDIATE CONSULTATIONS TO ENSURE 
ALIMINATION OF ALL FOREIGN BASES IN INDIAN OCEAN AREA. 

IN SUPPORTING IOPZ, LIN FANG (CHINA) STATED ROOT CAUSE OF 
TURBULENCE AND UNREST IN INDIAN OCEAN REGION LAY MAINLY IN 
POLICIES OF TWO SUPERPOWERS. ONE WHICH FLAUNTED BANNER OF SOCIALISM 
HAD IN RECENT YEARS SET UP PERMANENT FLEET IN INDIAN OCEAN 
AND DISPATCHED LARGE NUMBERS OF NAVAL SHIPS TO PLY THERE 
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AND EVEN CARRIED OUT LARGE-SCALE MILITARY EXERCISES 
THERE. TO HAVE INDIAN OCEAN ZONE OF PEACE IT WAS 
IMPERATIVE TO END TWO SUPERPOWERS’ MILITARY EXPANSION AND 
CONTENTION FOR HEGEMONY IN REGION, WITHDRAW ALL FOREIGN 
NAVAL FLEETS AND DISMANTLE ALL FOREIGN MILITARY BASES AND 
INSTALLATIONS THERE. CERTAIN COUNTRY IN THAT REGION RECENTLY 
OPENLY ANNEXED SMALL NEIGHBOR AND THAT RAN 
ENTIRELY COUNTER TO PURPOSE OF MAKING INDIAN OCEAN ZONE 
OF PEACE, HE ADDED. 

RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) SAID THERE HAD NOT BEEN ANY SIGNED 
AGREEMENT BETWEEN MAURITIUS AND DIEGO GARCIA. ISLAND HAD 
BEEN DETACHED FROM MAURITIUS WELL BEFORE ITS INDEPENDENCE; 
MAURITIUS HAD RIGHT TO EXPLOIT RESOURCES OF ISLAND AND USE 
AIRFIELD THERE. BANGLADESH EXPLAINED ITS VOTE, AND LATER 
CANADA, UK AND FRANCE EXPLAINED ABSTENTIONS. 

RES ON DISARMAMENT DECADE (L. 687) WAS ACCEPTED WITHOUT 
VOTE. CHINESE REP, HOWEVER, SAID HIS DEL HAD RESERVATIONS 
ON 1969 GA RES ON DISARMAMENT DECADE AND IF THERE HAD BEEN 
VOTE ON PRESENT RES HE WOULD HAVE ABSTAINED.

PARA 6 WAS CHANGED TO HAVE GA URGE PORTUGAL (WHICH VOTED FOR 
DRAFT RES) TO "CONTINUE TO ENSURE THAT PROCESS OF 
DECOLONIZATION WHICH WOULD ENABLE PEOPLES STILL UNDER ITS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COLONIAL ADMINISTRATION TO ACHIEVE SELF-DETERMINATION AND 
INDEPENDENCE BE ACCOMPLISHED WITHOUT DELAY"; PREVIOUS 
LANGUAGE READ "UNDUE DELAY”. COMITE VOTED SEPARATELY 
ON PARAS 3, 8, AND 9. PARA 3, REAFFIRMING "LEGITIMACY 
OF PEOPLES' STRUGGLE FOR LIBERATION.. BY ALL 
AVAILABLE MEANS INCLUDING ARMED STRUGGLE.."WAS ADOPTED 
73-10-18. PARA 8 CONDEMNING POLICIES OF NATO MEMBERS AND 
COUNTRIES WITH MILITARY, ECON, SPORTING, OR POLITICAL RELATIONS 
WITH "RACIST REGIMES OF SOUTHERN AFRICA AND ELSEWHERE.." 

WAS ADOPTED 73-9-20. PARA 9 CALLING ON NATO COUNTRIES 
TO "SEVER ALL LINKS WITH RACIST REGIMES OF SA AND SOUTHERN 
RHODESIA" WAS ADOPTED 76-8-21. 

COMITE HEARD 20 EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE JANAP. MALAWI, AND EL 
SALVADOR JOINED OTHERWISE ALL-WEO ABSTENTION. CHILEAN REP 
(DURAN) SAID PARAS 8 AND 9 ON WHICH CHILE ABSTAINED WERE 
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HARMFUL TO S O VERIEGNT Y OF STATES CONCERNED, ADDING THAT 
DRAFT RES FAILED TO MENTION CONDITIONS OF PEOPLES OF CZEC- 
HOSLOVAKIA, HUNGARY AND BALTIC STATES, PARTICULARLY ESTONIA. 
THIS PROVOKED CZECH AND SOVIET CRIES OF SLANDER AND HUNGARIAN 
RIGHT OF REPLY STATEMENT THAT SPOKESMAN OF FASCIST JUNTA 
CONJURED UP "DARKEST PERIOD OF COLD WAR". CHIT, RAN REP IN 
RIGHT OF REPLY CALLED THIS SALNDER FROM CZECH AND HUNGARIAN 
REPS AND "THEIR MASTER SOVIET UNION." 

HUMAN RIGHTS DIVISION DIRECTOR SCHREIBER INTRODUCED ITEM 
ON PROTECTION OF JOURNALISTS, FOLLOWED BY STATEMENTS FROM 
REPS OF FRANCE AND TURKEY. TURKISH REP SAID CYPRIOTS HAD

AND 18. 

VIEWS ON VIENNA AS UN CENTER INCLUDED: BYELORUSSIA, 

YUGOSLAVIA, GUYANA FAVORED EXPLORATORY TALKS; IRAQ SUGGESTED 
URGENT AND FAVORABLE RESPONSE; PAKISTAN FAVORED IT AS 
ADDITIONAL OFFICE AND CONFERENCE SPACE; UPPER VOLTA AND 
VENEZUELA RESERVED POSITIONS UNTIL SYG REVIEWED OFFER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND REPORTED TO 30TH GA; MEXICO SOUGHT MORE INFO. 

BYELORUSSIAN REP SUPPORTED JIU, ACABQ AND SYG REPORTS SUG- 
GESTING COMPACT, INTER-GOVERNMENTAL COMITE ON CONFERENCES. 

HE BELIEVED RES 2609 (ONE MAJOR CONFERENCE PER YEAR) SHOULD 
BE STRICTLY ADHEREED TO. UPPER VOLTAN REP WAS NOT OPPOSED 
IN PRINCIPLE TO COMITE ON CONFERENCES WITH PROPER MANDATE, 

BUT OPPOSED LINES SUGGESTED BY ACABQ. HE BELIEVED 
IT WAS POLITICAL AND NOT TECHNICAL DECISION AND THAT PROPOSED 
COMITE COULD NOT MAKE DECISIONS ON BEHALF OF GA. MEXICAN 
REP HAD CERTAIN RESERVATIONS RE CONFERENCES OF GOVERNMENTAL 
NATURE AND PLAN THAT MAY BE ADOPTED BY GA; WAS CONCERNED 
ABOUT RESTRICTIONS ON REGIONAL GROUP CONFERENCES; 

AND SUPPORTED BRAZILIANS RE ILC. 

YUGOSLAV DEL BELIEVED THAT INCREASED NUMBER OF MEETINGS 
AND CONFERENCES AND SHORTAGE OF STAFF WERE DUE TO LACK OF 
COORDINATION; THOUGH PROPOSED COMITE ON CONFERENCES 
COULD PLAY USEFUL ROLE BUT SHOULD PASS JUDGMENT ON 
LIMITING MEETINGS; AND SUGGESTED SYG TAKE NECESSARY STEPS 
TO INCREASE STAFF. ECONOMY WOULD JEOPARDIZE EFFECTIVE UN 
WORK, HE ADDED. GUYANA COMMENDED JIU (BENDER) REPORT AS 
USEFUL, COMPREHENSIVE DOCUMENT AND HONEST PORTRAYAL, 

BUT DISAGREED WITH STATEMENT IT WAS "ALMOST INEVITABLE 
THAT COMITE WHICH IS EXPANDED FROM 15 TO 30 MEMBERS 
WILL REQUIRE MORE TIME AND ACCORDINGLY MORE CONFERENCE 
SERVICING TO COMPLETE ITS WORK..." BELIEVED PROLIFERATION 
OF MEETINGS WAS ESSENTIAL AND REJECTED VIEW UN WAS IN 
CHAOTIC SITUATION. SUGGESTED NEW COMITE ON CONFERENCES 
SHOULD HAVE SPECIFIC TERMS OF REFERENCE WITH PERHAPS 21

DE SEYNES ALSO SAID THAT UN EXPERTS COULD CONTINUE TO ASSIT

FRAMEWORK FOR DEALING WITH MNCS BUT THAT SYG SAW DANGERS
